He pointed out that the 
house wes pulled down on the 
order of the building authority 
and was reboilt on the same 
height and with the same number 
of floors, and that the work done 
could rightly be regarded as 
“addition or imprevements.” It 
was certainly an improvement and 
the cocklift was” certainly an 
addition. To allow a landlord te 
re-fix his own rent was entirely 
contrary to the meaning of the 
Ordinance. If this could be done 
the result would be that for a 
small capital outlay’a person could 
practically put himself cutside the 
restrictive scope of the Rents 
Restricticn Ordinance.
